Bender moved that the Select- 
men draw up a formal report on 
the warrant to be published in the 
newspaper, nder, Niles and 
LaRivee' voted 'in favor of the 
motion, | 4 

Ir'sy Drew moved for an execu- 
tive session for the discussion of 
the warrant articles, The motion 
failed to pass, with only Mrs, 
Drew and LaRivee voting in favor 
of it, The Selectmen then pro- 
ceeded with a review of the arti- 
cles, 

The Town Crier, last week, 
printed a review of the articles 
to appear on the warrant, and no 
new articles appeared in the re- 
view by the Selectmen, Niles sug- 
Gested that the Selectmen draft an 
article to appropriate money for 
the town to tear down unsafe struc- 
tures, and to place a lien on the 
Property to repay the cost to the 
town, The Board accepted the 
idea, and Mrs, Drew said she 
would consult Acting Town Counsel 
Altman on drawing up such an 
article, 

January 10 was the final date 
for the filing of articles by indi- 
vidual petitioners; however, the 
Board of Selectmen anticipate that 
articles may yet be forthcoming

mington, Niles said it would be

Finance Committee Hearing 


The Wilmington Finance Com- 
mittee, this year, has divided its 
Public hearing, held annually be- 
fore the Town Meeting, into two 
Parts. One of the hearings, held 
Monday night in the Barrows Au- 
ditorium, was for the purpose 
of discussing the Budget. The 
Second, to be held at a later date, 
will be for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the various articles in 
the Warrant for the Town Meeting, 

But Chief of Police Paul J. 
Lynch succeeded ‘in getting the 
seven Finance Committee mem- 
bers present to discuss Warrant 
articles anyway - his four or five 
articles which he has submitted 
to ask for pay increases or allow- 
ances for the Police Department, 

About 18 spectators were pre- 
sent in the auditorium, over half 
of them being town department 
heads and employees. Like the 


Finance Committee they knew that 
Mr. Lynch had submitted some 
articles to ensure the pay position 
of the Police Department, but, 
like the Finance Committee, the 
other employees had no knowledge 
of what the articles proposed, 

The largest part of the hearing 
was taken up with the discussion 
by Mr, Lynch, sometimes assist- 
ed by Lt, Imbimbo, of what the 
Police Chief was trying to do, 
with the articles - in case the bud- 
get was not voted as presented, 

One of the major questions ex- 
pected to have been discussed was 
the Longevity Increase, 

This consists of a 3% raise, for 
every five years of service to the 
town, and is hence quite a raise 
for people who have had twenty 
years of service, 

But there wasn’t much discus- 
sion about the Longevity, Mr. 
Lynch kept the center of the floor, 


Bill would limit 
office holders

filed a bill with the State Legisla- 
ture, which, if passed, will become 
a referendum inthe March election 
in Wilmington. 

The bill would limit any member 
of a board or committee of the
